The committee on permanent or­ 
ganization had a big task, as it thor­ 
oughly reorganized the standing com­ 
mittees for the state, 
placing silvet 
men on guard at every point. 
Mr. P. P. Johnson was elected chair-, 
man of the state central and state exe* 
cutive committees. 
After Temporary Chairman Brons­ 
o n had called the convention to order, 
the committees not being ready to re 
port, Col. Breckenridge was called for 
and finally consented to speak. He con* i 
tended that the present financial sys­ 
tem is good enough; that what the peo 
pie most need is rest from the long-con­ 
tinued agitation of the financial ques­ 
tion. The

generous that the

thought he had been shelved forever, 
were greatly disappointed. 
The gold-standard men were not so 
bitter against the silverites yesterday 
as they were in the early hours of the 
convention.

That committee 
and the excellent rulings of Temporary 
Chairman Bronson did much to soften 
asperities.

Eighty-Five Mile a of Highway Opened 
For Traffic—The Mississippi River 
Commencing to Give Up Its Dead—

St. Louis, Mo., June 5.—There have 
been just eighty-five miles of streets 
obstructed by debrig as a result of the 
tornado. All of these streets have been 
made passable and will be cleaned up 
in ten days. In the city there are 480 
miles of improved streets, so it can be 
seen to what extent the tornado in­ 
terrupted traffic. 
The storm district 
on its outside lines extended from the 
river on the east to Tower Grove 
avenue on the west and from Olive 
street on the north to Lynch street on 
the south. This comprises an area of 
six square miles. The extreme limits 
were three miles east and west and 
two miles north and sopth.

of from $400 to $3,000, and also be re­ 
quired to pay the regular amount of 
tax; wholesalers failing to pay the tax 
shall be fined from $250 to $1,000, and 
retailers from $40 to $500 for non­ 
payment of the tax. 
In addition to this the manufactur­ 
ers of filled cheese must pay a tax of I 
cent per pound upon all the cheese of 
this class manufactured by them, and 
all imported filled cheese must pay a 
tax of 8 cents per pound. Any manu­ 
facturer failing to comply with this 
portion of the act, and every person 
purchasing filled cheese, which he 
knows has not been tax-paid, is liable 
to a fine. 
Provision is made for the thorough 
branding, marking and labeling of the 
filled cheese, so that purchasers must 
know what they are buying. Not only 
must cheese be put in uniform wooden 
boxes, branded with the words “filled 
cheese,” in two-inch black-faced let­ 
ters on top, bottom, and four places on 
the sides, but retailers must sell from 
the marked packages, and also inclose 
their sales, no matter how small, in 
wooden 
or 
paper packages, plainly 
marked with the words “filled cneese.” 
In addition to all this, the dealers 
must place In a conspicuous position 
in their salesroom a sign with six-inch 
etters, 
bearing 
the 
words 
“filled 
cheese sold here.” 
Provision is made 
for a compliance with this law by the 
imposition of fine or imprisonment, or 
both, for failure to comply 
with it. 
The act is to 
go into effect on the 
ninetieth day after its passage.

Leroy’s pistol, to the calibre of the 
bullet th a t 
caused his 
death, to 
Leroy’a testimony at the inquest, and 
the attitude of the brothers tow ard 
each other prior to the murder. 
At 
4 p rn. the examination was adjourned 
until 9 o’clock this morning. 
D. Ben­ 
nett Barnes is attorney for the defense 
and C. B. Summer for the prosecution. 


Dr fondant Reaps Cool 
The defendant is a farmer, aged 
nineteen, and seemed not disturbed by 
the accusation or proceedings. 
He 
claims th at just before he left his 
brother, a strange man was talking 
w ith him. 
The next seen of Charles 
Howe was his dead body lying on the 
road the following morning. 
Death 
was caused by a 32-caliber bullet, 
which had passed thrcugh his head, 
lodging just under the skin on the left 
side. 
There were no signs of a strug­ 
gle. 
A search of the premises occu­ 
pied by the defendant brought to light 
a Stevens pocket rifle, which will shoot 
a bullet through a two-inch plank 
w ith ease. 
The skeleton stock of the 
rifle was not found, but the gun could 
be used as a target pistol. 
During the examination Dr. J. F. 
Rood testified th a t Howe had been 
dead from six to ten hours; th at death 
m ust have been instantaneous, and 
th a t it would have been impossible for 
the man to have crossed his hands. 
While all encountered difficulty in 
reading the note pinned to the dead 
m an’s coat, the prisoner is alleged to 
have read it readily, and when inter - 
rogated as to its being Charley’s w rit­ 
ing is said to have replied: “ You bet 
it is. ”

Cost Them About $6co to Do So, But 
They

Hurt Northern Plants. 
The Janesville Cotton Company will 
not purchase a new $10 OOO Allis en­ 
gine, nor will they spend a eent for 
iropr }vements at the lower mill during 
the summer. 
Instead, they will pay about $600 to 
be relieved from present contracts. 
This course was adopted at a special 
meeting of the board of 
directors, 
called for the purpose of reconsider­ 
ing the purchase of 
the 300-horse 
power engine which was in course of 
construction at the Allis works in Mil­ 
waukee, the contract having been let 
several weeks ago. 
A local stockholder says that the 
company is losing money every day 
the Luill runs, while if the mill stands 
idle they lose about tw enty dollars a 
day.

Cot­ 
ton mills th at have recently been 
built in the South, axe hurting the 
Northern mills for the reasou th at 
their operating expenses are 
much 
smaller—mainly 
because 
labor 
is 
cheaper. 
The canceling of the order for the 
engine costs the local company $520 
in money and about $150 th at they 
have paid out for expenses, but from 
the present outlook the stockholders 
are inclined to think th at this sum 
would be nothing compared to the 
am ount they would have otherwise 
sunk.
